2. The University Gymnasium. 

The expenses incurred by the main- 
tenance of the University gymnas- 
ium are met to a very slight extent 
by a fee of two dollars and fifty 
-cents paid at the beginning of the 
term at the Bursar’s oflace. 

This fee is optional and is only paid 
by the medical and partial students, 
upon whom it confers the use of the 
gymnasium. Formerly students in 
Arts and Applied Science also paid a 
special fee, but under the present in- 
creased scale of fees, the privilege of 
the gymnasium is extended to them 
without any extra payment. 

The funds arising from the yearly 
payment by every student of three 
dollars for athletics are held at the 



disposal of the Grounds and Athletics 
Committee of the various athletic 
clubs, the Field Day, the Skating 
Rink, and for general athletic pur- 
poses, no portion of them being spent 
on the gymnasium. The great bulk 
of the gymnasium expenses is paid 
cut of the general funds of the Uni- 
versity. 

For some time the old building on 
University street has been felt to be 
inadequate, but it seemed impossible 
to remedy matters. Recently, how- 
ever, the M. A. A. A. has changed its 
quarters, leaving vacant their build- 
ing on Mansfield street. 

While this is not such a building as 
the Governors of the University hope 
some day to see erected for the stud- 
ents, it is certainly far superior to 
the old structure. The opportunity 
of obtaining it was therefore seized, 
and McGill has at last a gymnasium 
near the College, larger and better 
equipped in every way than the old 
one. 

A lease has been taken for five 
years, with the option of renewing 
for four years more. Extensive re- 
pairs are being carried on without 
stint of expenditure. The old stage 
and lockers are disappearing in order 
to extend the floor— a good solid one, 
recently laid. Arc lights will furnish 
a change from the twilight of the old 
building. 

In addition to the gymnasium pro- 
per there will be on the ground floor 
the physical director’s ofla.ce, and the 
janitor’s quarters. On the upper floor 
there is a large room for boxing and 
fencing. 

Downstairs the bowling alley is be- 
ing renewed and put in good playing 
condition; good locker accomodation 
will be provided and five real shower 
baths, situate close to the furnaces. 

No time is being lost, and it is ex- 
pected that the Christmas vacation 
will be used as moving day, so that 
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the gymnasts will find their new 
home swept and garnished at the be- 
ginning of the New Year. 

The account of the disposal of the 
funds accruing from the sale of tick- 
ets on Theatre Night will appear in 
•a later issue. 

The alterations to the constitution 
of the Alma Mater Society will be 
laid before the various Undergradu- 
ates’ Societies for ratification. As 
soon as definite measures have been 
decided upon full particulars will ap- 
pear in the “Outlook.”

McGill in Ce>^lon 

The year 1905 will be marked in the 
annals of McGill by the inauguration / 
of ?. new phase of its activity. On 
October 10th Chauncey A. Adams, ’02, 
left or. his long journey to Ceylon, 
where he is to take charge of the 
work of the Y. M. C. A. in the Island 
as ?, representative of McGill. Adams 
was given a. royal send-off and one 
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befitting his own popularity and IJie 
importanco of the movemeit h? icp- 
resents. During his year an.l a half 
as Secretary of the College Y. M., he 
endeared himself to all by his many 
sterling qualities. The interval of 
two years between his graduation and 
his return to McGill as Secretary was 
spent abroad travelling partly in In- 
dia and Ceylon, and he was thus en- 
abled to get a first hand idea of the 
field to which he has been called. 

The wort: of the Y. M. C. A. has 
spread greatly in the East during re- 
cent years, and there is now hardly a 
great city in India, Burmah, Ceylon, 
China, or Japan which has not its As- 
sociation. No other University in 
America has sent out so many of its 
graduates as Secretaries of these 
branches as has McGill, and if to 
these we add the men who have gone 
out in connection with other mis- 
sions, the list is one we may well be 
proud of. Percy Leslie, Med. ’06. is in 
Honan, China; A. H. Grace, Arts ’98, 
is Secretary of the Allahabad Y. M. C. 
A., E. C. Woodley, Arts ’00, London 
Mission Society, Calcutta; J. R. Cox, 
Med., ’O^b China Inland Mission, 
Chentu; H. J. Keith, Arts, ’99, 
National Bible Study Secretary for 
India; C. S. Patterson, , Sci., ’01, 
Secretary of Boys’ Work, Calcutta; 
A. W. Lochead, Arts ’01, and Jos. 
Mowatt, Arts ’01, both at Honan, 
China; Milton Jack, Arts ’02, Island 
of Formosa; G. H. Cole, Sci. *04, Lit- 
erati work, China. 

But the work in Ceylon is different 
from all these in that it is to be es- 
sentially a McGill work. Adams will 



be not only General Secretary in Col- 
ombo, but will also be National Sec- 
retary for the whole Island of Ceylon, 
and his support and expenses will be 
borne in full by the students and 
friends of McGill. 

Probably no part of the East ap- 
peals more to the imagination than 
does the lovely Island of Ceylon. Its 
interesting history dating back cen- 
turies before the Christian era, its 
buried citie5i and other remains of a 
bygone civilization, its lofty moun- 
tains, and lovely valleys, and the 
wonderful variety and luxuriance of 
its vegetation have often been de- 
scribed. The Island is in some way 
one of the most prosperous and pro- 
gressive of Britain’s possessions in 
the East, and owing to a favourable 
climate and an abundant rain fall, it 
is not subject to the famine and 
distress which obtain in parts of In- 
dia, The money necessaty to cover 
the salary and travelling expenses of 
our Foreign Secretary is $2,000.00 an- 
nually. $1000.00 of this has been sub- 
scribed by a friend, leaving another 
thousand to be raised by the men of 
McGill. Of this over $400.00 was 
pledged at a meeting on Oct. 8th, ad- 
dressed by John R. Mott, The re- 
mainder, about six hundred dollars, 
can only be raised by a generous re- 
sponse on the part of the student 
body. 

Let us unite then, not only by our 
financial support, but by our interest 
and sympathy, in making this work 
a success and one worthy of Old Mc- 
Gill.

Delta Si^ma Societ>^ 

On Friday, Nov. 3rd, the members of 
the Delta Sigma were entertained in a 
most agreeable manner by attending Dr. 
x\dams^ lecture on the Roman Cata- 
combs, in the Chemistry Building. This 
event was all the more appreciated in 
MGw of the lecturer’s wide reputation, 
and because such a treat is never offered 
more than once a year. 

Rome, said Dr. iVdams, is the most in- 
teresting city of Europe, owing to its 
historical associations and especially 
with regard to the Catacombs. These 
were the burial places of the an- 
cient Christians. The Romans were 
not allowed to bury their dead 
within the city, so they made 
excavations outside the walls, to 
the extent of several miles, and there 
the bodies were laid, wrapt in a shroud, 
and covered wdth plaster of Paris. The 
Catacombs consisted of endless winding 
passages, from 4 to^ 8 feet wide, and 
sometimes instead of these, chapels 
were found, where popes or dignita- 
ries were laid to rest. 

The history of the Catacombs covers 
4 periods:— the first of these is com- 
prised within the 1st and 2nd centuries, 
when the Catacombs were small, and 
owned by a single family. In the 2nd 
period, commencing in 213 A. D., the 
Christian population increased rapidly, 
and it was necessary to have a public 
cemetery. The 3rd period began with 
the peace of the Church in 312; the 
bodies of martyrs were then buried in 
considerable numbers in the Catacombs. 
And in the 4th period (410), the Cata- 
combs were abandoned, but pilgrims 



came to visit the remains of the martyrs 
and saints. Finally, they were com- 
pletely forgotten until the 17th century, 
when the question was taken up and a 
commission appointed to guard the 
Catacombs carefully. 

The most curious and interesting 
things connected with the Catacombs 
are the inscriptions, of which an im- 
mense variety has been found. They 
represent most frequently the initials 
of Christ’s name and the Good Shep 
herd, which was at that time the 
fundamental idea of Christian re- 
ligion. 

The illustration of the lecture add- 
ed much to the interest of the subject. 
Mr. Evans not only lent his lantern, 
but managed it himself, so that the 
lecture made a singularly interesting 
one. 

After the President had moved a 
hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Adams, 
a goodly company of literary enthusi- 
asts repaired to the Royal Victoria 
College, where refreshments were du- 
ly welcomed.

The McGill Conservatorium is now 
a recognized part of McGill and as 
such deserves the consideration of th» 
students. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing part of the Conservatorium work 
among the students is the various 
competitions. These have but lately 
concluded, the results have been pub- 
lished and the scholarships have been 
awarded as follows: — for singing to 
Mr. Louis Burke and to Mile Eti- 
enne Colleret, for organ to Miss Isa- 
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bel Bowman, and for violin to Miss 
Mae Getz. 

A most attractive feature for this 
year is the series of historical recit- 
als ^iven by Dr. Hans Harthan. Three 
of these recitals have already been 
given and they have been well worth 
attending. Those who have not had 
the privilege of hearing Dr. Harthan, 
should avail themselves of the first 
opportunity. 

The Students^ Concerts so popular 
last year, recommence next month. 
Only six will be given, one every 
first Thursday of the month. 

One thing, however, the Conserva- 
torium lacks this year. Fo»rmerly 
the practices of the McGill Glee Club 
were held in the Conservatorium, and 
at the practice hour, the corridors 
were filled with admirers listening 
to the strains of “My Old Kentucky

room in which were assembled the 
elite of the songsters of McGill. 
This year the songsters hold their 
practices in Strathcona Hall and the 
decision which brought about this 
change has caused much grief and 
disappointment to many members of 
the Conservatorium.

The McGill men have chosen to de- 
fend the negative of the third propo- 
sition. Owing to* the amount of contro- 
versy which has raged around this sub- 
ject the debate should be a keen one. It 
is now some years since McGill has won 
the Intercollegiate championship in de- 
bating. May Ave have better luck this 
year ! 

On the same date Queens debates 
Avith Ottawa College, and on January 
26th, 1906, the Avinners of these tAvo 
contests debate for the championship. 
Should McGill win at Toronto, the de- 
bate in January Avill, in all probability, 
take place here. 
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THe McGill Medical Society 

The second meeting of this So- 
ciety held on Friday night last, 
wae certainly a credit to the student 
body in Medicine. All four years 
were well represented, the Sopho- 
more, Junior and Senior years, es- 
pecially. The President in his in- 
troductory remarks, drew the atten- 
tion of those present to the fact that 
the members of ’08 class were to give 
nearly the entire programme for the 
evening. 

After the usual routine of business 
was over, R. A. Dexter gave a cornet 
solo, accompanied by Mr. DeWitt on 
the violin. Mr. Dexter kindly re- 
sponded to an encore. 

W. L. Tracy then read a paper on 
'‘Vital Phenomena of Motion. ’’ On 
account of it:< considerable length on- 
ly a brief outline can be given here. 
He began by saying that movement 
or motion was the most striking 
characteristic of living things. He 
classified motion under two headings, 
viz., (1) that which could be ac- 
counted for on purely physical lines, 
and (2) that which could be ex- 
plained as vital. He first dealt with 
objects in the vegetable kingdom, il- 
lustrating his points very vividly by 
drawings on the board. Passing from 
examples illustrative of movement m 
the vegetable world, the speaker 
passed to the animal kingdom, deal- 
ing with the most primitive forms 
of life which exhibited motion here. 
The several theories of Amoeboid 
movement were given and explained. 
Amoeboid movement was classed as 
that duo to contraction and expan- 
sion of the cell. The two other div- 
isions, namely, ciliary and then, 
^■•ighest of all, muscular — were not 
dealt with fully owing to lack of 
time. The speaker closed by briefly 
outlining the theories of movement 
which were: 

(1) Surface tension. 



(2) Internal currents within the 
cell. 

(3) Fixation to a sub-stratum. 

Mr. Tracy spoke in a clear voice, 

and showed that he had put much 
time and study on the subject in 
hand. 

After Mr. McEwan, ’09 Med., sang 
very pleasingly and responded to an 
encore. We hope to hear Mr. Mc- 
Ewan before the Medical Society 
again, aa also Messrs. Dexter and De- 
Witt 

C. S. Williams, Case Reporter, took 
charge of the remainder of the meet- 
ing. He read the history of a cer- 
tain case, and then called for diag- 
noses. About ten were advanced, 
each man explaining his I'^ascms on 
which his particular beliefs regard- 
ing the disease were based. Consid- 
erable discussion was elicited and 
then finally Mr. Williams settled the 
matter by giving a diagnosis of Ty- 
phoid. which several members pres- 
ent had advanced. 

Just before the meeting broke up, 
Mr. McArthur gave a very valuable 
suggestion regarding future cases. He 
said that nearly every case brought 
before the meetings had been one 
with a fatal termination and he sug- 
gested that some cases should be 
submitted where recovery had been 
effected, and this giving the members 
an opportunity of discussing the 
rational of the treatment that had 
been employed. 

The meeting was then adjourned 
to meet in two w^eeks. Professor 
Wesley Mills has consented to give 
the next address, and the “Outlook” 
takes this opportunity of urging ev- 
ery medical student to be on hand to 
hear Dr. Mills.

With true 
sx)ortsmanlike feeling it states that ^To 
lose at their hands is no disgrace," and 
certainly the loyal sux>porters of McGrill 
can now ?ay that “them's our senti- 
ments" to the victorious blue and 
white. 

It is with a mixture of amusement 
and pride that we compare the registra- 
tion of the teim 1884-5 with our present^ 
statistics. The official report of that 
date gave the attendance as: — Medicine, 
88; Arts, 57; female, i25; Applied 
Science, 16; Law, 9- Ye Gods! com- 
pare the clamorous horde which noav' 
swarm around the Molson Hall and 
pelts the fleecy snow at their shivering 
rivals farther along the hill. And im- 
agine the horror of the present digni- 
fied young ladies of the R. V. C. at 
being classed as “females." Huh! We 



certainly have improved in some re- 
spects anyway! 

Then there follows something which 
ought to give the sec.-treas. of the Hoc- 
key Club a decided funny feeling. The 
report of the treasurer read as follows:

JOXQUIX’S PKIXCIPLES. 

That “Jonquin’^ is so far comparative- 
ly unknown to the learned world is 
due to his -modesty in not having pub- 
lished the results of his researches and 
investigations. 

In the meantime, by permission, we 
submit a few of the principles which 
he has applied in his judicial studies.
